The Union Label is the strongest weapon that organized labor has 
at its command. The general adoption of the Union Label by the 
various organizations is only a question of time. Already a number 
of trade unions have adopted the label. It is far superior_to the strike 
or boycott to win labor's battles, when labor learns to patronize the 
Union Label in all the various trades and callings. The calling for 
a Union Label suit of clothes on the part of each laboring man con- 
nected with a trades union when buying clothing, would be a power- 
ful factor to increase the number of union men in the clothing manu- 
facturing trade, and failing to find such goods in stock, a determina- 
tion to have no other, would bea great incentive to the merchant to. 
put in a supply of union goods. The same applied to the product 
of Hatters, Shoemakers, Cigarmakers, Horseshoers, Broommakers, 
Bakers, Bicycleworkers, Woodworkers, Moulders, Agents, Metal 
Polishers, Clerks, Carriageworkers, Steel and Copper Plate Engray- 
ers, Barbers, Scenic Painters, Meat Cuttters, Gold Beaters, Brick- 
makers, Sardine Packers, Bottle Blowers, Waiters, Bartenders,.

THE INTERNATIONAL TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION 


Label is issued by the International Typographical Union to all 
unions under its jurisdiction for printing offices that are strictly 
union throughout. Each union has the number of the union issu- 
ing the same on the cut, and any work turned out of a union office 
is entitled to the use of this label. It is an evidence that the right 
wages prevail. Every labor organization—mutual, fraternal, benefit 
and social organization-—-should demand it on its printing. Mem- 
bers of labor unions should use their influence with merchants and 
others they deal with to use the label. Manufacturers, merchants 


and professional-men who desire to show an interest in labor’s 


cause should demand the label on all printing. In cities where

stamp. The genuine labei is a buff color, printed in black ink. There 
are many BOGUS HAT LABELS. One very common one, and 
easily detected has the fleg running around the entire bottom of the 
globe, a cloud or scroll work around the hands and the field in the 
flag is white and the dots black and a slight difference in some of the 
type used. The flag and scroll work around the hands are the most 
prominent distinguishing features. 


Another bogus label is colored much similar to the genuine. The 
print on it is very imperiect in order to give it the appearance of a 
genune label that failed to come up properly when run on the print- 
ing press. As all genuine labels show up clear and bold, this should 
deceive no one. An examination of some of them show that they are 
not perforated, but torn by some rough edged instrument in order to 
deceive. 


Another label and the closest counterfeit on the market is one that 
has a picture similar to the genuine label. There is only one way to 
distinguish this impostion. It is printed on lighter paper than the 
genuine and the picture comes up much darker. This label should 
be watched fer very closely as it is likely to fool the most cautious 
of people.

Home Telephone Company. 


A Home Institution, Owned by Home Capital 
and Managed by Home People. 


One of the greatest enterprises fostered by Fort Wayne capital, 
is the Home Telephone Company. For years the citizens of the 
Summit City were in the grasp of a monopoly owned and controlled 
by capital of the big cities of the country. There was no opposition 
and the prices were set, not tosuit the customers, but rather to fatten 
the purse of the monopoly. Some of Fort Wayne’s enterprising 
citizens decided they would no longer pay tribute to this foreign 


octopus, and after several meetings, a company was formed to enter 


into competition. The city granted a franchise on conditions un- 
known heretofore in municipal affairs, and for the first time is to re- 
ceive, in the not distant future, some revenue for the favors granted. 
The company was incorporated as the Home Telephone Company 
of Fort Wayne, and the officers chosen were all business men and 
capitalists who had accumulated their wealth in Fort Wayne. The 
conduit system was adopted in the down-town district and athorough 
telephone system was soon in operation. The rates fixed by the new 
company were way below those of the old company, and recogniz- 
ing the risks taken and the enterprise shown by the Fort Wayne men, 
there was‘a general demand for the Home Telephone. The rates of 
the competitor came down, but this mattered not, home capital and 


-heme industry were to be rewarded, and notwithstanding unheard 


of offers were made to subscribers, the family of the Home Com- 
pany continued to grow until today it contains on its roster nearly 
2;000 names. So large was the family and so strong the demard for 
the Home Telephone that it became necessary to have aswitchboard 
in the south part of the city, where there are now hundreds of 
patrons. Citizens of Fort Wayne will not forget that to the Home 
Telephone Company they owe the present low rates of telephony, 
and no matter what inducements may be offered, it is a certainty 
that the Home will always control the bulk of the patronage.

present. Every package, bag or pail of tobacco that is union made 
has this label attached. It is a blue label, printed in black letters. 
The fact that it is on a package of smoking tobacco, a pail of fine cut 
ora plug of tobacco should bea sufficient inducement for union men 
to buy it. Don’t think there is only one tobacco you can use if that 
tobacco is non-union, but try the various brands of union label to- 
baccos until you find one that suits you and then stick to it. By all 
means don’t use trust tobacco. Use union label tobacco, as the To-

from out the economic chaos. In fact, if the truth must be admitted, 
paradoxical as it may appear, each school looks upon the other as an 
enemy. While the end sought is the same, the means used and the 
basic principles are widely divergent. 


One advocates the Carl Marxian idea—direction, control, an elab- 
orate extension of state functions; another the Jeffersonian—less 
government, but yet governmnt; while another, the followers of 
Proudhon and Josiah Watren, believe purely and simply in the sov- 
erignty of the individual, unfettered by statutes or judicial coercion. 
And each has its suborditiate coterie of unconscious supporters—of 
owners of telegraph and railroads, municipalizatin, minor legislative 
measures, freedom of land, etc. The discussion, so far as adherents 
count, proportionately, is yet in its infancy, and the outcome, which 
evidently will be decided by one of these peculiar schools, is not as 
yet even dimly foreseen in the distance. 


Now none of us know it all! We live in an age of doubt, uncer- 
tainty and inquiry, and while our great minds wrestle with the eco- 
nomic elephant, while this lack of harmony exists and we await the 
qustionable outcome, is there any one principal means of mutual 
self-protection upon which the worker can unite? 


This question is answered in the union label. 


It isnot acure-all. It was not discovered by any profound thinker 
of ancient or modern times—in fact, its author is unknown. But we 
do know it originated in the fertile brain of some live trade unionist. 
Some unselfish and thoughtful individual, who, perhaps, whle you 
and I were sporting, was harrassing his overworked brain to benefit 
his fellow man.

It is as we make it, and it can not rise higher than its units. But yet 
we have fashioned it fairly well. Our union, like any other human 
agency, occasionally makes mistakes, but in comparison it will show 
advantageously with any institution of the kind, either benevolent, 
religious or social. Its road has been a rocky one, but it has grown 
all the stronger and healthier for the knocks it has received. In its 
early days, derided by the press and pulpit, persecuted by monopoly, 
laughed at by politicians and buffeted now by panicky gales or bayo- 
neted again by the militia, our union has marched serenely on, bring- ~ 
ing down its tormentors, making supplicants of its enemies. In the 
past.decade, thanks to the veterans who have gone on before, un- 
written and unsung, our union has seen a mighty change. The 
columns of the press are thrown open, searching, competing for its 
doings; academicians, science, art, espousing its cause; the church 
rapping at the door for admission; popular magazines, dramatists, 
novelists adopting its role, courting its favor. Our union to-day is 
a determining factor in all social functions, a main artery of the pulse 
of trade, of commerce, of society. It raises wages, prevents reduc- 
tions and checks strikes and lockouts from the mere fact that itis. It 
promotes fraternity, sociability, it fosters temperance and liberality. 
Above all, it is an educational force. Our union is out on sectional- 
ism; it is the embodiment of democracy; it knows no creed, rank or 
title. It scoffs at the cheap snobbery of wealth and rejects its charity; 
for the self-styled ‘“‘sets” and “upper tens” it has a healthy contempt, 
and upon the tinsel and brass of their striped defenders it bestows 
its scorn. Our union is of the people. We glory in its achievements, 
and we love its princples.

HENRY P. SCHERER. 


Henry P. Scherer was born in Fort Wayne, Ind., September 1, 
1854, and lived here until he grew to manhood. He was educated in 
the St. Paul’s Lutheran Schools. After finishing his educational 
course, he became an apprentice at the carpenter trade, which he ac- 
quired and followed a number of years. In 1876 he left Fort Wayne 
and lived in several western states and territories during his ab- 
sence. He returned to Fort Wayne in 1888, and has remained here 
ever since. Shortly after he returned to this city he became one of 
the poprietors of the City. Carriage Works, and retained an interest 
in the firm for a number of years. From 1891 to 1894, Mr. Scherer 
served as Councilman. Upon the death of Mayor Zollinger, in 
1893, there was a fraction of over four months of the Mayor’s term 
to be served, and the City Council elected Mr. Scherer to serve it 
out. From 1894 to 1896 he was not active in politics, but in the 
meantime, having sold his interest in the City Carriage Works, Mr. 
Scherer again, in 1896, took an active interest in municipal affairs 
and became the Democratic candidate for Mayor. Mr. Scherer 
was elected Mayor by a handsome majority, reversing the condition 
of two years before when the Republicans swept the city for Mayor 
and re-elected in 1898. Mr. Scherer, as Mayor, has aimed to give 
the people a good, honest administration, and in his efforts has suc- 
ceeded. The city has made wonderful advancement in the last four 
years under his administration. He has shown on more than one 
occasion his sympathies with organized labor. The eight hour day 
on street and park work was instituted by him and a large number 
of his appointees are members of Jabor unions. He is a member 
of a labor union himself. His efforts as Mayor will in the future, 
as in the past, be directed toward giving the city a good local gov- 
ernment. 
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JUDCE EDWARD O’ROURKE. 


One of the highly progressive men who hold a warm place in 
the hearts of the people of Allen County is Judge Edward O’ Rourke, 
who occupies the position of Judge of the Allen Circuit Court. 
Judge O’Rourke in politics is a Democrat. He has a host oi 
friends in all political parties, and his record on the bench is such 
as to commend him to the entire community. The Judge is a man 
whose heart goes out in warm impulse for anything that will tend 
to the betterment of humanity, in fact, he may aptly be termed aa 
advanced humanitarian. Judge O’Rourke was elected to the bench 
of the Circuit Court in 1876 and has held the office ever since. He 
is a candidate for renomination. 
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HUCH DOUCHERTY. 


Among the many men who stand forward as bright and shin- 
ing lights in devotion to principle are those who, when the business 
interests with which they are associated are almost solidly arrayed 
on one side for a great political issue, announce their adherence io 
the school of politics which these interests are trying to defeat. In 
the great political contest of 1896 when the free and unlimited coii- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 was the pivotal issue on which 
the battle between the Democratic and Republican parties was 
waged, the banking interests of the United States, represented by 
the National Bankers’ Association, declared in decided tones in 
favor of the gold standard and hostility to silver as basic money. 
To defy the action of this great monetary organization, whose 
ramifications extended into every nook and corner of the United 
States, on the part of one engaged in the banking business, required 
net only conviction of right, but also a stout heart. For a banker 
to take the stump and deliver speeches for the Democratic party and 
the Chicago platform was looked upon as a political marvel at such 


atime. Indiana had just such a man, he was engaged in the bank: 


ing business and yet he took the Democratic nomination for Treas- 
urer of State on the Chicago platform and took an active part in 
the campaign that followed. A man of this kind is worthy of any 
honor that his party can bestow and he should be given the promi- 
nent place on the ticket without the asking. Such a man as we 
have described is Hugh Dougherty, of Bluffton, and he deserves 
the Democratic nomination for Governor. 
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COLONEL WINFIELD T. DURBIN. 


Col. Winfield T. Durbin, of Anderson, Republican candidate for 
the nomination of Governor of Indiana is in the fullest and best 
sense of the term a “‘self-made man.” In his early youth he learned 
the tanner’s trade. He left his father’s tannery in Southern Indi- 
ana while he was yet a boy, to become a private soldier in the Union 
army. After the close of the war he was employed by a wholesale 
dry goods firm in Indianapolis and received rapid promotion. He 
subsequently removed to Anderson. He has been successfully en- 
gaged in a number of business enterprises. At various times he 
has given employment to large numbers of working men, and it can 
be said that he never had a dispute with labor. “The Labor 
Union,” a highly reputable organ of the Trades Assemblies of In- 
diana, in a recent issue said: 

“Mr. Durbin bears his honors without pomp or pride. He is 
at once in full fellowship with all who approach him. He is with- 
out vanity and if he were a millionaire he could not be led away 
from the old worn paths of his own make. Mr. Durbin is interested 
in numerous manufacturing industries, and is well thought of by 
wage earners, the trade unionists and the unorganized alike ap- 
preciating him as a generous-hearted friend, who would sacrifice 
for them rather than accumulate unjustly of their earnings. He 
does not fear disputes with those employed where his interests are 
involved and invariably when differences have arisen he has placed 
himself upon the side of justice, disregarding pecuniary interests. 
It is such noble men, and noble deeds, that have made the gas belt 
district a place sought by organized labor upon convention oc- 
casions.”’ 

He has never been a candidate for any office nor an applicant 
for appointment to any official position although for vears a party 
leader. He is a member of the G. A. R., Knights Templars, Elks 
and other societies. Colonel Durbin is fifty-two years of age. As 
Colonel of the 161st Regiment, Indiana Volunteers, he achieved dis- 
tinction. He is a thorough business man. The position of chief 
executive of Indiana demands a man of proved business capacity. 
These qualifications are possessed by Colonel Durbin in an emi- 
nent degree. He is honest, capable and trustworthy. 
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JAMES M. ROBINSON. 


James M. Robinson was born in 1861 ona farm; attended coun- 


-— try school and later the public schools in Fort Wayne till he was i; 


for several years during his school age was a newsboy; was ens- 
ployed in a shop at 15 and began to keep house with and support his 
mother, and worked in the shop till 1881; during his employment 
there he studied law; was admitted to the bar in 1882; in 1886 and 
1888 was unanimously nominated for prosecuting attorney and 
elected; was defeated in 1892 for the Congressional nomination; was 
unanimously nominated in 1896 and 1808 and elected to the Fifty- 
fifth Congress and re-elected to the Fifty-sixth Congress. 
Mr. Robinson is popular with the farmer, the shopman, 
the soldier and with the people generally, all of which is justified by 
his record and his upward rise in life. 
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ROBERT B. HANNA. 


The gentleman of whom this brief sketch treats is a native of 
Fort Wayne. He is of the third generation of a family that has 
been identified with Fort Wayne. from its character as an Indian 
trading post until its present-day importnace as a modern city and 
the metropolis of a large and expanding area of cultivated and pro- 
gressive territory. R. B. Hanna is conspicuous in the younger 
school of leaders and managers of the republican party. He is not 
a politician in that barren and selfish sense which contemplates the 
promotion merely of personal ambition. Politics to him presents 
its duties and responsibilities of citizenship, its process of civic ad- 
vancement and achievement, its methods of the crystallization of 
right policies and principles into law and usage. Mr. Hanna has 
been regarded with extreme favor by his political friends as a 
promising man upon whom to bestow the Republican Congressional 
nomination in the Twelfth district. In the spring of 1891, at the 
age of 21, Mr. Hanna was elected to the City Council from what was 
then the First Ward, being the youngest member who had ever 
served in that body. He won honorable distinction as a diligent, 
progressive, alert and faithful municipal legislator. In 1808 he was 
over his own honest protest nominated by the Republicans of Allen 
county to a place on the ticket as State Senator and, yielding to 
strong persuasion, accepted. He made a stirring and notable cam- 
paign, running several hundred votes ahead of his ticket. He pro- 
jected the issue that abuses in the offices of the Justices of the Peace 
should be corrected and urged the placing of those minor judicial 
offices on a fixed salary and the abolition of the vicious and evil- 
working fee system. It was a proposal which commended itself to 
popular approval and a reform to which Mr. Hanna is yet com- 
mitted at any time he is able to bring it about. Mr. Hanna be- 


lieves in the elevation of the great army of the men who toil above 


the mere winning of the bare necessaries of existence. He respects 
the ‘‘nobility_of labor; the long pedigree of toil,’ as above the false 
cast and distinction of mere circumstance of wealth. He believes 
in the organization of labor for the education, for the protection, 


for the brotherhood of the honest and thrifty legions which organ- 


ized labor embraces. 
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SAMUEL M. HENCH. 


Mr. Hench was born in Pennsylvania 53 years -ago, and at the 
outbreak of the Civil war he enlisted in a Pennsylvania regiment 


and went into active service. He was wounded at Gettysburg. 
Upon his discharge he came to Fort Wayne in 1863 and went to 
work in the Pittsburg shops. He again enlisted in an Indiana 


regiment and upon his discharge from the service he came back to 
Fort Wayne and studied law, afterwards being admitted to practice. 
‘He served as Prosecuting Attorney from 1874 to 1881. Afterwards 
he was elected Judge of the Criminal and Superior Courts. He 
served in the Indiana Legislature at the sessions of 1891-1893, and 
during that time he did good work in the interest of all measures 
that were being pushed by the labor organizations of Indiana rep- 
resented by the Indiana Federation of Labor and the Indiana Labor 
Legislative League. He assisted in drawing up some of the most 
important labor bills presented at those meetings. The co-em- 
ployes liability bill which had been pressed at every legislative ses- 
sion for eighteen years received his vote and earnest support, and 
it is but just to say that it was largely through his earnest and per- 
sistent efforts that he bill was finally passed. He supported and 
voted for the bill making it a penalty to discharge a man for being 
a member of a Trades Union. He also did likewise for the bili 
making Labor Day a legal holiday, and took strong grounds in op- 
position to contract iabor in the penitentiaries. His record on 
labor legislation is such that it brings him a host-of friends in the 
ranks of organized labor, who appreciate the good work that he 
done while in the legislature of the Commonwealth. Judge Hench 
has announced that he will be a candidate for Congress before the 
Democratic nominating convention which will be held in this city 
on Tuesday, April 24.

From there he 
went to Columbus, Ohio, and enlisted in the regular army as a 
band musician. He served for six years and rose to Sergeant-Ma- 


: jor, the highest non-commissioned office. Receiving an honorable 
ri discharge, returning here, he was employed by the C. O. D. Cloth- 


ing house, Alex Lauferty, proprietor, after which he engaged with 
the Globe Clothing Company, where he was employed when he re- 
ceived his appointment. Superintendent Gorsline has always clung 
to the Democratic faith. Since assuming his position, May 5, 1896, 
he has given entire satisfaction to the city administration and the 
public. He is in great favor with the police, and under him the 
efficiency of the force has greatly improved. His administration 
of the office of Superintendent of Police shows that at no time in 
the history of the city has the guardianship of the public peace been 
in better hands, and to Mr. Gorsline’s efficiency and farsightedness 
can be attributed this excellent condition of affairs.

The subject of this write up is well acquainted all over Allen 
County, where he was born in 1844, in Washington Township, on a 
farm.

Mr. Whitney made a splendid record 
as a soldier. After his discharge from the service he came to Fort 
Wayne and entered the service of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne aiid 
Chicago railway as a fireman and then became an engineer. He 
served faithfully as an engineer for thirty-one years. In 1896, upon 
the election of Albert E. Melching as Sheriff of Allen County, he 
was appointed Deputy Sheriff, and resigned his position with the 
Pennsylvania Company. He is highly spoken of by all who have 
had occasion to come in contact with him as a faithful and com- 
petent member of the Sheriff's force. His acquaintance in the 
city and county is extensive, and among the city workingmen, espe- 
cially those on the railroad, who know him best, he has a strong 
following who are anxious to see him elevated to the position of 
Sheriff of the county in which he has resided for 33 years.

In 1865 he was honorably discharged 
from the military service of the United States at Columbus, Ohio. 
He came to Allen County, Indiana, in 1867, and settled in Monroe 
Township, three miles east of Monroeville. For the first thirtee1 
years of his residence in Monroe Township he followed dressing 
and clearing timber, afterwards shipping poultry to New York, but 
during this time he continued in the occupation of farmer. Upon 
the election of Edward Clausmeier to the office of Sheriff seven 
years ago, Mr. Stout became writing deputy sheriff and continued 
in the office upon the election of Sheriff Melching. His long ex- 
perience in the office cf Sheriff amply qualifies him for the trust to 
which he aspires.

He early identified himself with 
the Cigar Makers’ Union and for several years after he finished his 
trade he traveled around the country working as a journeyman. He 
finally drifted into Fort Wayne and finding the city and surround- 
ings congenial to his taste he settled here permanently. In 1885, 
when the Knights of Labor were sweeping through the country 
like a whirlwind, Mr. Kasten identified himself with that great re- 
form movement, becoming a member of Wabash Assembly, which 
afterwards became Liberty Assembly, No. 2315, and immediately 
took a position of prominence in the great movement for industrial 
emancipation in which that great order was engaged. Upon the 
organization of the Trades and Labor Council, Mr. Kasten was 
sent as a delegate and continued in that great central labor union of 
the city in that capacity for a number of years. He was shortly 
after his entry into the Trades and Labor Council elected treasurer 
and during the many years he was a delegate he was successively 
re-elected without opposition, a testimony of the great confidence in 
which he was held by the many labor organizations represented in 
the Council. During his incumbency he handled many thousands 
of dollars and upon his retirement from this position of trust his 
accounts tallied to a cent. Asa delegate to the Trades and Labor 
Council Mr. Kasten was recognized as an aggressive, progressive 
and also a conservative delegate on the many important questions 
that came to that body. He is a member of the Board of Public 
Safety under Mayor Scherer.

As a Councilman he has introduced measures in the interest of or- 
ganized labor and is watchful for its interest by voice and vote. Mr. 
Hench is also connected with a number of fraternal and beneficiary 
orders and has served them in many places of trust. At the pres- 
ent time he is sitting Past Grand Master Workman of the A. Q- 
Gew; 
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HENRY MONNINC. 


Descending from a family who have for years been recognized 
as holding a decidedly prominent position in the-affairs of the state, 
county and city, it is but natural that the subject of this sketch, Mr. 
Henry Monning, now City Clerk, should inherit the qualities that 
did so much to form the high character of his father, the Hon. 
Henry Monning, who was honored by his fellow citizens with many 


‘positions of dignity and trust, and who died with the record of hav- 


ing discharged his duties faithfully and honestly. City Clerk Mon- 
ning was born in this city on February 7, 1859, and was educated at 
the local parochial schools, after which he assisted his father in the 
management of the Globe Mills. He remained with this institution 
for sixteen years and there established an excellent record for sagac- 
ity in business affairs that was founded on honesty and fair dealing. 
He did much toward the building up of an extensive business. After 
leaving there, he accepted the management of the McKinnie House, 
at the depot, then took charge of the Aldine Hotel. In both of 
these positions he was entirely successful. Having been identified 
with the Democratic Party since attaining his majority, and always 
taken great interest in its affairs, he was nominated as.a candidate 
for City Clerk in 1896, on the same ticket with the Hon. Henry P. 
Scherer for Mayor and was re-elected in 1898. Mr. Monning’s 
record and personal popularity did much to bring forth the success- 
ful termination of the contests. His majority both times was sub- 
stantial and was a tribute to his worth. Since assuming his duties 
he has filled the position with great credit to himself and the general 
satisfaction of the public. A painstaking, thoroughly qualified ac- 
countant, he is well fitted for the work. : 


ADOLPH SCHULTE. 


Adolph Schulte, present Deputy County Treasurer, was born 
April 16, 1852, in the city of Racine, Wis. He received his educa- 
cation, a practical one, at the same point under the direction of 
parents who appreciated the value and necessity ot it. His incli- 
nation leaned toward learning a trade, and he did so, serving his. 
apprenticeship as a painter under capable instructors. In 1881 Mr. 
Schulte became foreman of the decorating and paiting department 
of the Olds Wagon Works, and with his family made Fort Wayne 
his home. While foreman of the works Mr. Schulte showed him- 
self a friend of organized labor. On severing his connection with 
the Olds Wagon Works he embarked in the hardware and millinery 
business. He was appointed Assistant Chief Deputy to County 
Treasurer Hunter September 9, 1895, and upon the induction of 
Captain Rohan into the office was retained in the same position 
owing to his ability and familiarity with the duties of the office. 
Mr. Schulte is a strict church member and is connected also with 
the following orders: The A. -O. U. W., the B. P. O. E., the C. 
B. L., and the Saengerbund. His friends have urged him to be- 
come a candidate for the nomination of County Treasurer at the 
County Conventin of 1902 and he will be in the race with a host of 
enthusiasts who will hustle for his nomination. Mr. Schulte is a 
Democrat of the Jeffersonian school, and has always been a great _ 
worker for his party’s success. 
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A. R. SCHNITKER. 


Mr. Schnitker came from Prussia in 1854 and settled on a farm 
in Jefferson Township, Allen County, where he remained until 1856,

He will 
be a candidate for nomination by the Democratic convention, 
March 24. 


Cc. E. ORFF. 


The subject of this sketch is the son of the late John Orff. At 
the election held four years ago John Orff, the father, was elected 
County Commissioner but died before assuming office, and the 
County Commissioners recognizing in the son, known by the name 
of Ed, all the pualities necessary for the office, appointed him to 
succeed his father. C. E. Orff was born and raised in Fort Wayne, 
and from youth was associated with his father in the Empire Flour 
Mills, where he developed those excellent business qualities of 
which he is possessed. Mr. Orff has always been a Democrat and 
has worked earnestly at all times for Democratic success. He was 
elected to succeed himself as County Commissioner in 1808.

He has been a member of the Retail Clothing 
Clerks’ Union since its organization and has served several terms 
as delegate to the Trades and Labor Council. Mr. Schirmeyer is 
a man of sterling integrity, and his long residence in this city and 
extensive acquaintance will make him a strong candidate before the 
convention. He is eminently fitted for the duties of Township 
Trustee and is possessed of those qualifications which are needed 
in this important township office. For years he has been a strong 
and earnest advocate of organized labor and joined the first Clerks’ 
Union ever established in Fort Wayne. He was one of the pioneers

He attended the 
common schools in his neighborhood for several years, after which he 
entered a private academy, where he was thoroughly equipped to take 
a collegiate course. Afterwards he entered Denison University, at

dagree of A. M., and in 1888 the degree of LL. D. After finishing 
his course at college he decided that he would take up the legal pro- 
fession as his life’s calling, an dwith this end in view he studied 
law for some time at Newark, Ohio, after which he attended 
the University of Michigam, from which he received a lawyer’s 
diaploma in 1866. After he graduated from the university he settled 
in Fort Wayne, and at once made a favorable impression upon the 
bench, bar and people. His business continued to grow until at the 
present time he hasan immense practice in his profession. In politics 
Judge Zollars is a Democrat of the Jeffersonian school and his labors 
in behalf of the party of Jefferson, Jackson and Tilden, have always 
been freely contributed forthe principles which he believes represent 
humanity and freedom. He supported William Jennings Bryan in 
the campaign in 1896, and is in favor of the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, believing that money as represented by the 
double standard on the ratio of 16 tolissound money, not only sound 
money but the soundest money ‘that can be minted for the common 
people.

He 
served six years as Judge of the Indiana Supreme Court, from Janu- 
ary, 1883, to January, 1889. In all positions of public trust that he 
has ever held, he discharged the duties with an ability which dis- 
played his worth as a man, citizen and public officer. Asa legislator 
he was a prominent figure; as City Attorney he displayed a high 
knowledge of municipal law, and as Judge he was uniformly fair in 
his decisions, and showed a depth of knowledge such as is necessary 
for one occupying such a prominent position. Personally the Judge 

s courteous, liberal and free hearted, and his sterling worth as a 
man is such as to highly commend him. 
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CHARLES H. WORDEN. 


Among the lawyers of Fort Wayne, who have achieved a reputa- 
ation as succceeful practitioners we call attention to Charles H. 
Worden, a member of the law firm of Zollars, Worden & Zollars. He 
is a man of the strictest integrity and in all his undertakings has 
the reputation of being thoroughly conscientious. As a lawyer, it 
can be justly said that he is one of the leading members of that ex- 
alted and honorable profession. He has successfully presented a 
number of important cases in the county. state and federal supreme 
courts.
